| UNEARTHS BABYLONIAN HISTORICAL LIBRARY 


Containing Over One Hundred and Fifty Thousand Stone 
Tablets. 


Without question the most important 
archaelogical material that ever came to 
this country has arrived at the University 


of Pennsylvania. 

In the fourteen years that Professor 
Herman Volrath Hilprecht, the foremost 
authority in cuneiform paleography, has 
been identified with the exploring tours in 
the desert of ancient Babylonia, his great- 
est achievements have been his latest dis- 
coveries, which rank as among the most 
important archaeological finds of the cen- 
tury. 
A library, of which every volume cr 
table was written prior to Abraham's leav- 
ing Ur of the Chaldees, was excavated upon 
the recent campaign at Nippur. 

The records of life in Babylonia as far 
back as 2000 B. C. have been made to seem 
modern by Prof. Hilprecht‘s discovery of 
the temple of Bel or, as the Old Testament 
ment name is Baal—and the Sargonic pal- 
ace of 4000 B. C. The library is a library 
recounting the deeds and life of a people 
5000 years before the Christian era and 
7000 years before the present day. 

About twelve years ago, when Prof. Hil- 
precht first rode over the mounds at Nip- 
pur, he pointed out an extensive group of 
mounds south of the Temple Hill, which, 
in his judgment, he regarded as the prob 
ble site of the temple library. About 2500 
tablets were recovered from this mound 
during the first campaign. The mound was 
called Tablet Hill. 

Later excavations revealed many addi- 
tional inscriptions, but on the recent cam- 
paign Prof. Hilprecht was able to estab- 
lish definitely beyond any doubt that this 
theory was correct. 

During the brief space of about eight 
weeks a series of “book stacks” or rooms 
were cleared by his field director Dr. Hay- 
nesand a very rich harvest of nearly 23, 
000 tablets was recovered. 

In t e uppermost stratum of this mound 
the excavators found coffins, which had 
been buried in the early centuries of the 
Christian era. There were also gathered a 
great many antiquities which belonged to 
the jews who continued to live at Nippur 
after the return of Ezra and Nehemiah. 

Prominent among the antiquities were 
terra catta bow's containing incantations 
and charms inscribed in Hebrew and Man- 
dean. 

Down the excavators went, through 
twenty-five feet of accumlations of debris, 
Tepresenting several millenniums of history 
when they found a number of rooms, a 
number of which contained ledges or shel- 
ves built out from the wall for the purpose 
ol laying out the tables in rows. 

The library seems to have been divided 
into two parts There was a business sec- 
tion, for keeping accounts, and the educa- 
tional quarters, with a vast library of a lit 
erary character. 

Only the southeastern and northwestern 
Wings of the immense edifice have thus far 

cleared, in all about one-twentieth 
part of the entire library. 

Professor Hil percht estimates, on a basis 
ot the finds already made, on the topo- 

appearance of the mound and 

a the history of the temple with which the 
was connected, that when the en- 

tire mound shall have been completely 
*xcavated it will have yielded at least 


150.000 tablets, every one of which belongs 
to the third millenium before Christ. 

The complete excavation of this most 
important structure with its precious liter- 
ature will require several years of contin- 
uous labor. 

While the destructions of temples, pala- 
ces, libraries and works of art which the 
Elamites then accomplished must be re- 
garded as gross vandalism, yet in this par- 
ticular instance it was most fortunate, for 
doubtless the tablete; being mostly unbak- 


collapsed 
which had been laid ‘n p a aerae 
doubtless according to thier conten 
from their shelves upon the floor in heaps 
in which condition they were found. 

The contents of the library, as far as ex- 
amined by Prof. Hiiprecht, proved to be 
very varied—in fact, practically every 
branch of literature known to the Baby- 
lonians bein;; represented. 

Among the imscriptions are hundreds 
of historical texts, dictionaries or lists 
of Sumerian words, with Semitic equiv- 
alents: lists of birds, animals, plants and 
stones, lists of words for chairs, stools 
and other articles of furniture. beautiful 
hymns, astronomica! anc mythclogival ins- 
scriptions, tablets which refer to the ser- 
vice and functionaries of the temple, how 
many garments the god Bel wore, how 
many temples and shrines there were at 
Nippur, besides those dedicated to Bel, 
and what the revenues of the temple were; 
also tablets containing grammatical sen- 
tences written by students and arithmeti- 
tical calculations. 

In removing the upper layer of a mound 
which covered a large governmental build 
ing, with an open court flanked by columns 
dating from the fourth or third century B. 
C., they gathered a rich harvest of new 
Hebrew and Mandean terra cotta vases. 

Others were found in several rooms occu 
pying the most northern slope of the north 
eastern city wall. These bowls or vases 
generally contain, in the center, one or sev- 
eral rude demons, frequently chained at 
their ankles, and surrounded by a spiral in- 
scription or by letters running from the 
center outward, like the rays of a star. 

During two months not less than 117 
such vases, mostly in fine state of preserva- 
tion, were unearthed and saved. 

Considerable silver and gold jeweiry, like 
bracelets, finger rings, nose rings, brooches, 
clasps, etc., were gathered from among the 
contents of slipper-shaped clay coffins, 
which are characteristic of the post-Baby- 
lonian period, 300 B. C. to A. D. 700. 

From among the numerous antiquities 
belonging to the Babylonian period, 2700 
to 523 B. C., interesting relics are the bar- 
rel-cylinder of Sargon II (727-705 B. C) 
deporting his buildings at the temples area, 
that of Samsu-iluna, a king of the first dy- 
nasty of Babylon (C. 2200 B. C. ) giving ac- 
count of his restoration of the walls of the 
city; the large fragment of an even earlier 
barrel-cylinder written in a peculiar poeti- 
cal form in which the single strophes are 
indicated by deep round holes, the stone 
tablet of Ur-Sur (C. 2800sB. C.) referring 
to his building the city wall, recently fol 
lowed up and exposed by the expedition,

Prof. Hilprecht is s enthusiastic over the 
work accomplished by the University ex 
petition. In a recent interview he said: 


300 B. C., that the earth was a globe, 
that their astronomers took the same view 
of celestial phenomena as we now take. 

Nippur is, in fact, sixteen cities, one 
built upon the other. We have by no means 
reached the lowest of these buried cities. 

“Much of the temple library has been 
brought here, and is now in the museum of 
the University. The inscriptions are in 
cuneiform characters. Their deciphering 
is a matter of much diffiuclty, for we have 
no Babylonian alphabet; we must not only 
translate, we must discover the alphabet 
which is the key to the translation. 

But what we have done thus far in the 
work of deciphering has given us a glimpse 
of marvels which await us in these tablets. 

“ Within the last four months ou most 
important discoveries were made. The 
day before I embarked for my homeward 
voyage I had in my hand a tablet upon 
which were the minutest astronomical cal- 
culations as to the constellation Scorpion. 
These calculations as to the places and 
movements of the stars were remarkable, 
and showed pretty clearly that the astrono 
omors of these days, 2300 B. C., were as 
proficient n their science in somer espects 
as are those of today 

One of the most interesting tablets is 
mathematical. The Babylonians, in their 
ma hematical tables, the mulitplication 
table, for instance, went far beyond us. 
Our multiplication table stops at 12; 12 by 
12 is the highest The Babylonian tables 
went up to 60. Their children might have 
sung 60 by 60 in reciting the multiplica- 
tion table. 

Indeed. for astronomical purposes they 
carried the table out to 1300; that is, the 
results of multiplications up to 1300 by 
1300 were tabulated. They wanted to 
know, at once, the result of large calcu- 
lations They did not want to be retarded 

n their work; by arithmeticical problems; 
that is why they extended their tables so 
far. 

So thorough were these people that, in 
all the mathematical omputions I have 
examined, I found only one mistake.
